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German Patent No. DE 34 39 373 appears to show a method for marking 
seam or cutting lines or the like on textile materials intended for further 
processing, the marking is carried out by means of a dye which adheres to the 
textile material and is applied to the material in a device which automatically 
transfers the markings onto the material from a pattern. The markings are 
preferably applied to the webs of material by printing. The marking takes place 
using a dye which contains at least one substance which can be stimulated to 
fluorescence when exposed to rays lying outside the visible spectrum. 



Japanese Publication No. 61-47801: After obtaining raw cloth by 
interweaving colour or non-colour thread forming cutting marks for sheet of 
handkerchief, raw cloth is applied on printing stand. Continuous pattern printing 
crossing over cutting marks is made. After finishing process raw cloth is cut by 
cut marks. Quality of printed handkerchief is remarkably improved without a big 
investment. 

Japanese Publication No. 8-60530: To automatically cut a fabric having a 
repeating figure pattern according to the figure pattern with a machine. This 
fabric is obtained by providing mechanically recognizable marks 3 at recurring 
reference positions in the fabric 1 of a continuous length having figure patterns 2 
recurring at a prescribed interval. Warp yarns and/or weft yarns dyed with a 
fluorescent dye are suitable as the marks 3 and can mechanically be recognized 
by exposure to ultraviolet rays.
